They 
immediately responded by of- 
fenng water tanks to help 
fanners so they can fetch 
water at the various cisterns 
around the island winch Santa 
Rosa is busy renewing. Tliese 
water tanks were recently dis- 
tnbuted to various fanners 
and livestock fanners. Hus 
was possible, thanks to the 
cooperation of WEB 

Our national w^ater plant is 
CO gnizaiit 0 f the mip ortaiic e o f 
agnculture. However, they are 
notm aposition to offer finan¬ 
cial subsidy to fanners, but 
nonetheless, they are prepared 
to help however they can 
In addition to donating 
various water tanks to our 
fanners, WEB also regularly 
cooperates with water used to 


clean their equipment in the 
plant. At the moment that 
WEB does this, Santa Rosa’s 
trucks are at hand to collect 
tins water and distnbute to 
our local farmers around the 
island. This used water is very 
valuable to famers in view of 
the dryness of tlie island. 

Hie IBC tot tanks donated 
to vanous farmers contains a 
chemical that is safe, yet 
WEB recommends that tlie 
tanks he washed thoroughly 
before use. Last Friday, An¬ 
gelo Schenker. Interim Direc¬ 
tor of Santa Rosa together 
with Oslin Boekiioudt, Direc¬ 
tor of WEB, and Asje Don- 
gen, PR of WEB, presented 
several water tanks to a group 
of farmers. Tliese men were 
simply ecstatic witli this ges¬ 
ture... they were extremely 
grateful and will make good 
use of these tanks. 

Projects between WEB 
and Santa Rosa will continue 
m an effort to provide support 
to our local farmers and to 
Aruban agnculture. Santa

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US calls on Germany 
to boost demand 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US Treasury report Wednes¬ 
day said Germany needs Id 
tap its surpluses ta boost de¬ 
mand and kelp the eurozane 
pull back from deflation 

The Treasury's semi-an¬ 
nual report to Congress on in¬ 
ternational economic and 
exchange rate policies sin¬ 
gled out Europe's largest 
economy for keeping its eco¬ 
nomic policy too tight. 

That was not only bad for 
the euro area but for the 
global economy, the report 
said. 

" Germ any's anemrc pace 
of domestic demand growth 
and dependence on exports 


have hampered rebalancing 
at a time when many other 
euro-area countnes have 
been under severe pressure to 
curb demand and compress 
imports," it said. 

"The net result has been a 
deflationary bias for tlie euro 
area, as well as for the world 
economy." 

It said Germany's nominal 
current account surplus was 
larger than Cliina's in 2D 12. 

"Stronger domestic de¬ 
mand growth in surplus Eu¬ 
ropean economies, 

particularly in Gemiany^ 
would help to facilitate a 
durable rebalancing of imbal¬ 
ances in tlie euro area " 


Health secretary on Obama care 
website: 'You deserve better’ 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Pre SI dent B ar ack Ob am a's 
health secretary publicly 
apologized Wednesday for 
the rocky rollout of the US 
health care laVs new web¬ 
site, stressing that citizens 
"deserve better" from the sys¬ 
tem. 

But while Secretary of 
Health and Human Services 
Kathleen Sebelius regretted 
that navigating 

Healthcare gov has been a 
"miserably frustratmg experi¬ 
ence" for many, she insisted 
that so-called "Obamacare" 
has been working well for 
millions of Amen cans. 

For his part, Obama was 
to travel to Massachusetts 
later in the day to defend lus 
signature re fa mis in the state 
where his former Republican 
presidential rival Mitt P,.Dm- 
ney adopted a similar system 
in2D0d 


"Today, 97 percent of 
Massachusetts residents have 
health insurance coverage 
and the pnmary attacks 
against this law -- many of 
which we are hearing again 
today about the ACA- - never 
proved true," a Wlute House 
official said 

The pointwoman for the 
new health care law, how¬ 
ever, sounded chastened 
about die trouble-plagued on¬ 
line portal dirough which 
millions Eire expected to reg¬ 
ister for healtli insurance. 

"Let me say directly to 
these Americans: You de¬ 
serve better. I apologize. I'm 
accountable to you for fixing 
these problems," Sebelius, 
the ssniormost adnimi strati on 
official to testify before Con¬ 
gress on the health care Ieiv; 
told a closely-watched House 
panel.

Boeing to design new 777X at five 
US sites, Moscow 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Boeing said Wednesday it 
would design its new 777X 
aircraft at five US sites and m 
Moscow but had made no de¬ 
cision about using its key 
Washington state facilities. 

Boeing Commercial Air¬ 
planes recently established 
multiple engineering design 
centers as part of a long-term 
strategic vision, Boeing 
spokesman Marc Birtel said 
in an email to AFP 

"BCAwill utilize these en¬ 
gineering design centers, as 
well as engineers fi'om non- 
BCA sites, to design the 
777X," he said. 

"At tins time, no decisions 
have been made about 777X 
design or build in Puget 


Sound," tlie spokesman said, 
refernng to the Seattle area, 
where Boeing has a large en¬ 
gine enng presence. Tlie 777 
IS built at its factory in 
Everett, Washington. 

Boeing's design center in 
Moscow, Russia, will con¬ 
tribute to the design, it said 
Tlie executives said that 
Boeing was "leveraginglessons 
learned" on tlie 7S7 and 747-S 
programs to ensure continuity 
across die 777X program. 

"The announced structure 
will allow jfijr an efficient use 
of resources and enable Boe¬ 
ing to resolve design issues 
effectively the first time." 

Birtel, Boeing's 

spokesman, said the spread- 
out strategy was key to meet¬ 


ing robust demand for coiii- 
niercial aircraft, the biggest 
portion of the aerospace and 
defense giant's business. 

This week Emirates Airiines 
said it was in talks widi Boemg 
for a 1 arge order for the new air- 
plane, according to a Fmanciel 
Times report Monday 

"We are in a relatively ad- 
VEUiced stage of commercial 
negotiations I think what¬ 
ever happens diere will be a 
substantive order for the new 
777," Tim Clark, Emirates 
clnef executive, told the FT. 

Tlie British newspaper es¬ 
timated diatthe fast-growing 
airline needed between 1 DO- 
175 aircraft of the 777X 
which would represent an 
order exceeding $3D billion. 


New York City bans sale 
of cigarettes to under 21s 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
New York City voted 
Wednesday to ban me sale of 
cigarettes, e-cigarettes and 
tobacco to anyone under the 
age of 21, raising the previ¬ 
ous threshold of IS 

New York is the first large 
city to raise the age limit so 
lu^i, aresolution that foilows 
years of increasingly strin¬ 
gent laws on tobacco

The group and the men's 
familieE appealed in a state¬ 
ment to hie Canadian govern¬ 
ment "to do everytlnng wihnn 
their power to secure the two 
men's safe release." 

Two Greenpeace activists 
scaled a state-owned oil plal- 
fonu m September to protest 
against Russian energy explo¬ 
ration in the Arctic.

Argentina top judge defends media 
law ruling 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP)-The 
head of Argentina's Supreme 
Court on Wednesday denied 
the government influenced a 
luling upholding a controver¬ 
sial law that will force the 
break-up of the countiy's 
largest media group. 

After years of wrangling, 
on Tuesday six of seven jus¬ 
tices mled hiat the 2009 law 
was constitutional, upholding 
an antitnist clause that will 
force Cl arm to sell most of its 
lu'Crative cable television oper¬ 
ations. 

Tlie top judge said that 
"what we did was validate hie 
activity of Congress, which 
can also regulate public media 
and official adveitising " 

Cl arm, winch also pub¬ 
lishes Ai'gentina's largest cir¬ 
culation newspaper, has said 
its attorneys are reviewing the 
court's decision and has not 
mled out filing an appeal. 

Tlie ruling Ints media out¬ 
lets "that exercise critical jour¬ 
nalism" including those that 


challenge hie government, 
Clann said in its statement 
Tuesday, calling tlie decision 
"an affiont to fi'eedom of ex¬ 
pression. " 

Oppoatton lawinal^er Elisa 
CaiTio went further, denounc- 
mg what she called a "long¬ 
standing" and “spurious pact" 
between the government and 
die couit's top judge. 

She claimed the judge had 
promised the court would up¬ 
hold the law m return for the 
court being allowed to manage 
its own finances. 

Opposition newspaper La 
Nacion made a similar accusa¬ 
tion, alleging the court's ruling 
was negotiated "more than 
three months ago by hie presi¬ 
dent, herself, who is now on 
medical leave."

The company's patents, with 
an estimated value of between 
II billion and 13 billion, are 
likely the most attractive 
BlackBerry asset for Face- 
book, the Journal speculated. 

The patents namely cover 
se cun ty-n etwork te ciinol o gy 
and smartphone component 
patents, which would be key to 
a company seeking to get a 
head start m the competitive 
smartphone market. Black¬ 
Berry also has about 70 mil¬ 
lion subscribers.

Fed maintains stimulus, says 
govt policy hits growth 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-Tlie 
US Federal Reserve kept its 
stimulus program in place as 
expected Wednesday, but reit¬ 
erated tlie government's fiscal 
policy IS a drag on the econ¬ 
omy. 

In their first meeting since 
the gov eminent shutdown at 
the beginning of October, Fed 
policy makers made no refer¬ 
ence to the potential impact 
tliat laying off hundreds of 
thousands of workers for Id 
days might have on the econ¬ 
omy 

Nor did the Federal Open 
Market Committee hint at tlie 
direction of future policy, anud 
widespread anticipation over 
when it might rein in tlie $35 
billion a moutli stimulus. 

Instead, after a month of 
mostly dull and inconsistent 
data -- much of it delayed and 
skewed by tlie shutdown -- tlie 
FOMC stressed the need to see 
more evidence of sustained 
progress in the economy be¬ 


fore tapering the stimulus. 

Despite many independent 
economists saying that the 
shutdown had set the economy 
back, the FOMC descnbed 
economic activity as having 
* continued to expand at a 
moderate pace" 

It said household spending 
and business investment are 
still advancing, inflation re¬ 
mains well lu check, and the 
labor market continues to im¬ 
prove. 

Risks to the economy have 
“diminished, on net, since last 
fall, tire FOMC said, repeating 
obseivations firom their last 
statement on September IS. 

At tlie same lime, unem¬ 
ployment remains elevated, 
they said, reiterating the need 
for continued support to the 
economy fi’om the ultra-low 
interest rates and tlie quantita¬ 
tive-easing asset-purchase pro¬ 
gram. 

Moreover, the Fed policy 
makers again said the govern¬ 


ment's tight spending policies 
are holding down the econ¬ 
omy 

"Fiscal policy is restraining 
economic growtli,'" the FOMC 
said. 

Mai'kets have fixed on the 
Fed's handbng of the QE taper 
since May when Fed Chair¬ 
man Ben Bemanke said that, if 
the economic data held up, Uie 
Fed would begin slowing the 
asset purchases late this yeai' 
and wind them up by mid- 
2D14. 

That sent bond yields and 
interest rates surging, and 
wreaked havoc m the capital 
and currency markets of 
emerging economies ai'ound 
the world. 

Since then, though, the 
FOMC has held back, anud an 
apparent slow spot m tlie econ¬ 
omy since August and witli 
policy battles in Wasbnglon 
having dimmed consumer and 
business confidence.
